none effect. It does not require much perception 
to understand that. Now all we hare to do it to 
look at the actions of the German Baptist Church 
and see it they have not murdered love and justice. 
Spitefully locking, chaining and barring church 
houses, refusing to let those accused defend them- 
selves, expelling members against the wish of the 
majority of the church, and tolerating in one 
congregation that for which in another congrega- 
tion members were expelled,'.! there is any love and 
justice in such actions, then the Bible and annual 
meeting detino those two Words differently. 

Some one may say that annual meeting does 
not sanction these things. Then we reply why do 
they not bring those elders and congregations that 
have done so to account? Why not make them 
uudo tbeir work? The reason is clear. ft is 
because they sanction it. 

Only traditions of men that will teach us to hate 
our tellow creatures is a violation of the law of 
Christ. Then again, does not the laws which 
make a certain mode of dress a test of Christian- 
ity have a tendency to make people self-righteous? 
Can the heart of a self- righteous man be tilled 
with|love aud justice? Do not the German Bap- 
tists consider those who will not conform to the 
"order of the church" as outcasts '! Do not they 
look upon every other Christian organization out- 
side of their own body as "the world f Are not 
their "decision's" ot a selfish nature ? Have not 
the majority ot expulsions been made tor a violation 
of Gospel? These and many other such questions 
you can answer for yourself. We think it impos- 
sible for a liberal-minded man to obey the annual 
meeting in the letter and the spirit, and obey the 
Gospel also.

The 
meaning can be changed according to the position 
ot a comma; thus; lie that believeth not Uod 
hath made him a liar, " or "He that believeth not 
God, hath made him a liar." These alterations 
we expected to see in the revised edition. Capi- 
i tali zing the initial letter of the pronouns refer- 
ring to God, or proper punctuation would give us 
a clear understanding of each passages.

Prof. Stubba, formerly vice president of Ash- 
land College, has returned from a tour among the 
Rockies. On his return he stopped with the 
"Saints" of Suit Lake city and interviewed some 
of the Mormon Bishops. His hostility to the pe- 
culiar institution bus become intensified by what 
be saw and heard, and be -feels in duty bound to 
labor harder against this seusualiKed religion than 
ever. 

Brother Mason asks us whether we know any- 
thing about the German Baptists in Indiana, call- 
ing one ot their new churches the Brethren's Bible 
Alone Church. We had not heard of it before, 
but the Brethren's name and principles are so 
dear to them in places, that they assume them 
with great eagerness upon every possible public 
occasion, while at the same time they are bowing 
the knee to annual meeting mandates. 

We hear a great deal about our duties uow-a- 
days. We say we do so and so from a sense ot 
duty. We should of course do our duty always, 
but should it not be a pleasure as well as a duty 
to serve the Lord ? Let it be said for instance, 
it was our pleasure to preach, it was our pleasure 
to teaoh a class in Sunday school, it was our pleas- 
ure to visit and give consolation to the sick ; it 
was our pleasure to give to the cause of the Mas- 
ter. 

A remarkable illustration ot the power of pray- 
er is quoted by the Brooklyn Union. It is stated 
that for one hundred and twenty years a ship has 
annually left England for the Moravian Mission 
in tbe Arctic regions of this continent, and that 
in every instance special prayers have been offer- 
ed for the safety of that particular vessel. In the 
whole time not a single ship or passenger has been 
lost by storm iceberg or wreck. And yet there 
are some people who would call these praying 
people the world, because they don't belong to the 
little church to which they belong. 

A circular has been issued' in Russia to the 
principles of Kussiun schools, holding them re- 
sponsible for any revolutionary tendencies their 
scholars may have. Teachers have great influence 
over their pupils, and Russia is but recognizing a 
truth leng since established, that the training of 
children is the important thing to do in order to 
mould the sentiment of a nation, but it is alto- 
gether likely that some constitutional reforms 
would have greater effects on Nihilism than this 
new system of espionage and vicarious responsi- 
bilities entailed upon the teachers is likely to se- 
cure. 

During the recent bank failures in New York, a 
number of Italians 'living in the neighborhood, 
of Butte, Montana, withdrew their deposits from 
the local bunks, and confided them to the care of 
a trusted fellow-countryman who hid it in a secure 
place, and kept the secret to himself. Later he 
was killed by accident and with him perished the 
knowledge of the whereabouts of the treasure. 
This is another illustration of the uncertainty of 
earthly possessions. The better way is to lay up 
treasures in heaven, where moth and rust do not 
corrupt nor thieves break through nor steal." 
Neither will they be' forgotten in the day when 
God crimes to make up his jewels. 

Mr. Moody said to a Pall Mall Gazette reporter 
on the eve of his departure from Europe to Amer- 
ica, that they had far more need of him in 
this country than they had for him in England. 
This affords food for reflection. The cuuse for 
this no doubt consists in tbe fact that Europe is 
continually sending us their offscourings, consist- 
ing of tbe grossest kind ot infidels and the result 
is that our nation is rapidly degenerating into 
pantheism, agnosticism and the grossest kind of 
infidelity. We believe we could find localities 
where missionaries Bent to us from a foreign shore 
could find quite as fruitful a field of labor, than 
those we send from our owu country to a foreign 
land would be likely to find. 

The following is from the Richmond Metigious 
Herald, and tells us what an old-fashioned Chris- 
tian considered leisure ■ 

"Twelve years ago he had charge of fourteen 
churches and averaged a sermon a day tbe year 
through. He sai 1 to us: 'I have- always meant 
should God spare my life to threescore and ten, 
to take it leisurly the rest of the journey, and now 
that I have turned that point I have resigned the 
care of all my churches except eight.' Dear old 
man ! for ten vfcars he rode through the moan- 
tains and valleys of West Virginia, preaching al- 
most every day and acting as a colporteur as well, 
and he called that 'taking it leisurely.' Now that 
fourscore years are upon him, he has resigned all 


of his churches, but in one way and another ha it 
enforcing and illustrating the great truths of tha 
Gospel." That old Christian's life is a lasting re- 
buke to the lazy and selfish way in which soma 
ministers work at the present day. 

The Mormon church in Utah is in a rage over 
the murder of tbeir brethren in Kentucky. They 
blame the Christian ministry for it all ; inasmuch 
as the ministers have been denouncing the evils of 
Mormouisiu. This is very unreasonable and un- 
just. The Christian ministers have a right to de- 
nounce this moral and social evil, as well as any 
thing else that is had, but to blame them for tha 
Kentucky murder is about as sensible as it would 
be to blame them for the Cincinnati riot, or the 
Mountain Meadow Massacre, or any other exam- 
ple of lawlessness. The Mormons are notoriously 
lawless themselves and should not complain when 
they are called upon to take a dose ot tbeir own 
medicine once in a while. Neither the Mormons 
nor the Kentucky Kuklux have as yet been influ- 
enced by the Christian ministry to any great ex- 
tent. It denounces adultery, ami murder as well. 
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Campmeeting Instead of Convention.

work before the Brethren can be taught to 
spend their money for church work like some 
other churches, but it will come and I believe 
this camp meeting would push the cause. 

The church should support the College, 
pay its fields, sup]>oi*t and own a publishing 
house, have a systematic missionary cause 
and many other matters should be set on a 
-ure foundation which can only be done bv a 
systematic working <d the whole church. We 
need more preachers, this should be attended 
to at oncc,t.hey are needed now and the church 
should send them. We are misrepresented 
every day because wc have no teachers to 
correct or properly put things before the peo- 
ple, People are dying daily, going the wrong 
road when perhaps if they had heard our doe- 
trine they would have been on the other road. 

Let us step talking about the German Bap- 
tists and go to work and show them by love 
and true Christian character that we are in 
earnest. Heaping coals of fire upon their 
heads. We can save a greal many of their 
children whom they have out of the fold and 
are still keeping them out through their tra- 
ditions.
